Ju st how importan t a part proposals for 
price con trol an d ration in g of commod ities 
will play in the pen d in g political campaign s 
remain s to be seen . Some can d id ates will 
u n d ou bted ly u rge them, on the theory that 
they may hav e a stron g appeal 
to v oters 
faced with a shrin kin g d ollar. Un d er these 
circu mstan ces, the people shou ld giv e con ­ 
sid erable thou ght to the problems in v olv ed . 
First of all, n o on e is goin g to make an y ­ 
thin g or prod u ce an y thin g 
at a loss. We 
cou ld , for in stan ce, establish by law a ceil­ 
in g price of two-bits a d ozen on eggs an d 
two d ollars on a pair of shoes. The farmer 
an d the shoe 
man u factu rer wou ld 
then , 
from n ecessity , tu rn to other prod u cts or 
call it a d ay . 
We cou ld pass a law say in g that retailers 
mu st sell good s at su ch a price, regard less 
of wholesale costs or the costs of d oin g 
bu sin ess. Then , 
also from 
n ecessity , the 
retailer wou ld hav e to stop ord erin g those 
good s u n less he were willin g to grad u ally go 
broke. 
We cou ld issu e ration books on ce more, on 
the grou n d s that this wou ld allocate scarce 
commod ities equ itably . An d then the scarce 
good * wou ld flow in to the black market, 
•where they cou ld be bou ght on ly by the 
well heeled 
few—ju st a.^ they d id u n d er 
OPA, an d ju st as they are d oin g ev ery where 
in the world where ration in g remain s in ef­ 
fect. 
The on ly cu re 
for in flation 
lies in in ­ 
d iv id u al thrift, a red u ction in the cost of 
gov ern men t, an d in maximu m prod u ction 
by labor man agemen t an d ev ery on e else. 
Artificial con trols alway s d eal with effects 
an d n ev er with cau ses. 
An d they alway s 
create a worse situ ation than that they are 
su pposed to correct.

A ditch 
improvement 
which 
many residents believe will al­ 
leviate some of the flood condi­ 
tions in Bloomingburg has been 
approved by the County Com­ 
missioners. 
County Engineer Robes t E. W il­ 
lis said he has been authorized by 
the board to advertise for bids 
for the extensive project on the 
Edwards branch of the Dews Run 
county ditch in Paint and Marion 
Townships. 
The bids will be called after a 
required 25-day waiting period, 
Willis declared. 
The ditch petition was filed 
by the board of trustees of the 
Rresbyterian Ch u rch of Wash­ 
ington C. H. three months ago. 
Since that time the legal techni­ 
calities have been ironed out and 
the necessary views and hearing, 
have been held. 


G e t R id of Floods? 
Whether the project actually 
will get rid of a1’ floods in the 
Bloomingburg ai ca is conjectural, 
one expert pointed out. But at 
the time of the petition filing it 
was said that the improvement 
will improve drainage of farm 
land through which the 
ditch 
flows and in the adjacent village. 
Included in the project is the 
following work: 
Widening, straightening arid re­ 
location of the existing channel; 
building a headwail at the out­ 
let of the 15-inch tile draining Pie 
church lands; tilling an open road 
ditch along the north side of 
County Road 33 from an existing 
8-inch tile adjacent to the C. Cl. 
Parrott lands and within the vil­ 
lage limits of Bloomingburg and 
ending at the tile main where 
it crosses the White dak Road,

As Big Warships Stage Stro ng Co meback

Nav y fans hav e heav ed a lo ng sigh 
o f relief, fo r it is clear no w to na­ 
tio nal defense planners that the 
Nav y is here to stay ! 
And what a Nav y it is likely to 
be, with gigantic new super-car­ 
riers bigger than any thing man 
has hereto fo re set aflo at! All the 
talk abo ut huge ships being as ex ­ 
tinct as a do do bird in this dawn­ 
ing o f the ato mic era has been 
sto pped co ld. 
The “ new lo o k” in warships is a 
v ast “ flush-decked” carrier that al­ 
ready is o n the planning bo ards, 
and will dwarf any ship ev er built 
befo re in war o r peace. It will be 
nearly a quarter o f a mile lo ng, 
and 1 3 0 to 1 5 0 feet wide. 
The giant’s pro jected 6 5 ,000 to ns 
will dwarf the present go liaths o f 
Uncle Sam’s fleet, the 4 5 ,000-to n 
carriers 
Mid wa y, 
Fra nk lin 
D. 
Ro o sevelt, and 
Co ra l Sea . 
The 
majo r o bjectiv e is to pro ject into 
a launching po sitio n o n the high 
seas a flo ating landing field fo r at 
least twenty 1 00,000-po und fo ur- 
engined bo mbers. 
Kno wn so far as simply the 6 -A, 
ev ery thing abo ut the ship is so 
wrapped up with superlativ es that 
no o ne has been able to hit o n a 
big eno ugh name. Leading no m­ 
inatio ns are the Geo rg e Wa shing ­ 
to n, United Sta tes o r Pea rl Ha rb o r. 


The technical features o f the 
v essel stretch the imaginatio n, and 
in so me respects are alarming. Fo r 
instance, the Panama canal — al­ 
ready unable to acco mmo date six 
o f the Nav y ’s giants—is rendered 
all the mo re inadequate and o ld­ 
fashio ned with its 1 1 0-fo o t width. 
Ev en the plans fo r enlarging the 
canal o r reducing it to sea lev el 
must be re-ex amined in the light 
o f this new dev elo pment. There 
still is co nsiderable time, ho wev er, 
fo r at peacetime rates o f co nstruc­ 
tio n, it will take fo ur y ears to 
build the ex perimental carrier.

THESE ARE NO pipe dreams 
tho ugh, fo r the Nav y has the au­ 
tho rity to go ahead with co nstruc­ 
tio n and $6,000,000 to apply o n the 
first steps.
